So far ns Wt nrc con emed, accordingly, the 
question on trial iu Virginia is whether the 
rebellion shall be crushed now or whether it 
shall take a new lease of life and be crushed 
hereafter at a fresh cost of treasure and of 
blood. This i3 tbc sole question: for, no mat- 
ter what may be tbe immediate result in Vir- 
ginia and elsewhere, though we exja-e t that 
in Virginia at least tbe immediate result will 
bo what all patriots desire, tbe ultimate result 
will be ihe same. The rebellion w ill lie put 
down. 

This result is iu the 1. . 1 ,1 of things. It is 
n fixed fact. It is a moral, social, political and 
physical necessity. They who fight against it 
tight again.-t destiny. Nothing can bo surer 
I'lie army of the nation in Virginia may be 
•■nquished, Washington may fall, Kentucky 
may be overrun and subjugated, tbe N.,rth 
may be invaded, uud the independent.? of the 
rebel power may be recognized by the jealous 
tov.riitucnts of the Old World— ull af these 
veut* are possible, though w e rejoice in tbe 
belief that most of them arc barely possible, 
an 1 that not one of them is jirobablc, yet, if 
allot them should really happen, together with 
events even more calamitous aci improbable 
than these, tbe nation would still live, and tbe 
rrliollion would still be put down. Such might 
is there in the breasts of twenty millions of 
freemen, Ered by the sacred necessity of liber- 
ty and indepeudeuee. 

Tweuty millions of frermi n battling for the 
preservation of their national existence are 
invincible. No measure of desperation or of 
fortune iu the leader* of the enemy, no degree 
of imbecility or of mischance in their own 
leaders, can overwhelm such a people. Ite- 
verses, *ad reverses, may befall tbem. but their 
inexhaustible aud glorious devotion, sustained 
by eveiy princijile that ran awaken heroism 
iu tbe heart of man, w ill sw eep away the sal- 
tiest reverses, as tbe sunbeams scatter tbe 
mists and shadows of the morning. Tbcy 
inust succeed. Tbey cannot fail. Tbe perma- 
nent success of tbe reta.-ll.uu is impossible. 
Tbe ultimate triumph of the nation is inevita- 
ble. 

Tbc only question is whether the notion 
shall triumph now, with the post and tbe 
[■resent sacrifices, or triumph later, with new 
sacrifices, and it may be immeasurably greater 
one'. Our brethren in Virginia are at this 
moment straining their best energies to solve 
this question as wc all would have it solved. 
Let us. Keutuekian*. instantly add our own 
best energies to theirs, aud strike w itb them 
for the tritimpb of the country now, rrmcu> 
bering, what wc cannot forget, that, in striking 
for our eouutry, w e first strike lor our "altars 
and our "fires. ' If there be a Kentuckian 
who under these circumstances hesitates to 
|iut forth his energies for tbe public defence, be 
traitor to bis rare n» well a* to bis state 
and hi* countrv. 



tte^ii seems from tbe despatches of yester- 
day that on Monday information was received 
in Philadelphia that tbe Km York Tribune 
had been suppressed by the Uovcrnmcut. 
This new j is a little too iudire. t as well as a 

ttle too good to be true. 
If tbe news is true, tbc Tribune a: length 
bos got iu desert in a measure at least. From 
the beginning cd thu stiuggie. nay liom the 
l-.cginaing of the I eginning, tbe Tribune has 
thrown its weight in a |>rcpon,h rating Jtgre-e 
ugainst the eouutry. The influence ot the 
Tribune as a l whole whs exerted steadily to 
bring about an armed collision of tbe sections, 
and, when that Collision seemed about It take 
place, tbe Tribune was among the first to 
counsel the abject surreuder ol' the nutioual 
life. It surpassed in this respect even the im- 
becile and infamous Bu> banan. it said in the 
November of 1800:

The Tribuue held 011 in this course wilh 
more or less dircctuiss until the full of 
Sumptcr, when, nwe.1 uud orerjaiwcted by the 
majesty of the patriotism of the North, it 
tacked abruptly, aud came out savagely for 
war, and ha* been savagely for war evi-i -.uc-, 
but not for tbe war tbc Government is vvii^in-. 
Tbc Government is waging a civilised war 
for tbe preservation of tbe Union and the 
Constitution. The Tribuue urges a barbarous 
war for tbe destruction of the I'uiou and tbr 
Constitution. The Tribune ticked, itidee-J, 
but it has never changed it* direction. Now, 
as before the fall of Sumpter, and as through- 
out the intervening tune, the sails of the Tri- 
buue are spread for the Gulf of Disunion, and 
arc swelling with the wind of tronson. It is a 
rebel craft sailiug under the tlag Off the I'uioii. 

This ha* becu ajipareut all the while to 
many, and for several weeks or months it has 
been nj. parent to some of the mo:! pmminent 
Republicans in the North, who have not hc.-i- 
lated to declare it openly.

VfH^ Great and awful wo* tbe obligation of 
our in hot, to establish this mighty Republic, 
but far greater and more awful is our obliga- 
tion 10 preserve it.

what all mankind know* ran be done. 

(Jbjj^Moies rod divided the i. a. and JetT 
Davis foolishly thinks that bis can d.vide the 
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SfejT According to a despatch from New 
York, Henry ft Foote has offered in the rebe l 
House of Representatives "a series of resolu- 
tion.: favoring an aggressive war, also favoring 
a proclamation to the inhabitants of tbe 
Northwestern States offering to guarantee the 
free navigation of the MUsissij.pi and Ohio 
rivers to their mouths if they will desist ft 
the further prosecution of Uie war. " We sup- 
pose the doughty little Mississippian lutemls 
his re solutions ns at once a threat and a temp- 
tation to the people of the Northwest, the 
guaranteeing of the free navigation of tbe 
Mississippi aud the Ohio forming the latter, 
and the invasion Qf the Northwest constitu- 
ting tbe former. We do not think that either 
will 1* regarded as at all potent by the people 
10 whom both are addressed. 

The holding of the freedom of the Missis- 
..i|i;.i and the Ohio hy the sufferance of a for- 
rii<ti jK>wer would be a boon not worth pos- 
se ing Ii would be a badge of dependence, 
instead of a title of indrpeudenca; and, beg- 
garly as it would be, it would cost infinitely 
more blood ond treasure to keep it than it will 
cost to keep the vital and precious right whit h 
the people are osk'-d to exchange for the des- 
picable, haw Mr. The temptation is an empty 
one. Sou the threat. Tbe invasion of the 
Northwest or ot the North by a rebel army 
would prove even more fatal to the invader 
than the invasion of Russia by Napoleon 
proTed.

No other pto|>le in the 
i-ieid surjauses tbem in either. The Northwest 
is the great seat of unconditional and unadul- 
terated love of the I'nion,— the great hive of 
soldiers of tbe Union. The Northwest is in- 
tensely and heroically patriotic. And it will 
never be anything less. It can never be. 
Foote may as well make up bis mind to this. 
He deceives himself. He befools himself. His 
sham Confederacy has no threat in its arsenal 
of evils, no temptation in its treasury of bless- 
ings, that can swerve that glorious people a 
hair * breadth from their devotion to ihe rn- 
ion. 

In the work of re~establishing the gov- 
rmtnent in its re.n-iitutioaal integrity, the 
Northwest and the Border are now locked 
hand in band, and thus they will go through, 
dividing not, turning not. pausing not, until 
victory shall crown tbe mighty endeavor. 
Cnder their joint inspiration, the nation will 
collet t its true strength and iu whole strength, 
nd niaLz -hort and brilliant work of the con- 
piracy. While tbe rebel leaders are gravely 
plotting tbe seduction of tbe Northwest, the 
Northwest will cut up and crush out the rebel- 
lion. Whence, we interpose no objection to 
these rebel intrigues. By no meaus. So far 
as tbey are earnest, they serve at the same 
time M a mask for U3 and as a blind to their 
authors. 

flQT'A year ago to-night the confederate 
troops first invaded Kentucky and landed at 
nickrnau. They were Tennessecans and their 
conduct was repudiated by Governor Harris, 
but that was a mere cloak to conceal tbe ulti- 
mate designs of the rebels. Columbus was 
ubsequently possessed by Gen. Polk, Bowling 
Grern by Gen. Buckner, and Cumberland 
Gap by Gen. ZotlicolTer. We were then 
wholly unprepared for defence. Then the 
Legislature placed five' millions of dollars at 
disjiosal of tbe designated authorities to 
arm the Slate. The year has revolved; no armed

He 
ha* everything at stake: should be fulfil these 
bo|>es be will confer on the peoj.le of his State 
such blesMugs us will eLyahriue bim in their 
afTee iiocs, aud it ue know James F. Robinson 
well as we think we do, he is not the man 
to fail; he will never -uty - t bimself to the 
mortification of being damned by tbe faint 
praise that he is a good and great and loyal 
man, but uot adequate to the emergency. He 
umed the burdens of the Executive chair, 
knowing their weight aud be will, Atlas-like 
sustain them. The Legislature must > o-opr- 
ratc with him heartily. We must have a stern 
and vigorous policy. We may, with all 
propriety, separate our I'nion men into two 
grand divisions; tbe oue to i.e designated 
as the fighting rorji*, placed onr a war 
tooting and have 111 charge to j>ut down 
the rebellion and rru.-b tbe traitors in Ken- 
tacky by vigorous action, both in the legislative 
hails, in tbe fo ld, and 10 all tbe civil depart- 
ments. Tbe other may be designed as the do- 
nothiog eorjis, who shall be put on the peace 
establishment and teach the duty to "love our 
enemies and jiray for those who desj.itrfully 
use us." Tbey shall be expressly charged 
with the pleasing task of extolling the vir- 
tuous, law-abiding, and orderly conduct of 
those seccssioi.i.*ts w ho have been arrested for 
their good and pacific behavior and ignomiu- 
ioudy sent to Camp Chase; they amm] vigor- 
ously centre thr Government end the mili- 
tary authorities tor rvrry irregularity 
and superintend generally the interests and 
safety of the disloyal party in Kentucky. 
Tbey must denounce a* a grave offence 
any censure of Jet)' Davis, of the outrages 
of John Morgan, or the guerilla Lands now 
infesting tbe Slate, and tbey must bring 
condign punishmrnt on all who feel or express 
nny sympathy for Tnion non-combatant citi- 
zens who have been arrested and confined 
many dreary months iu Southern dungeons; 
tbey must give no support to auy measure of 
legislation or of military character calculated 
to suitress tbe rebellion, and deuounce all 
such things as "inefficient and simply calcn- 
loted to exasperate and irritate our deluded 
Southern brethren, and, finally, they must 
guard disloyalty with srnj|>ulous care.

Another accepted and admire,! expounder 
of the Southern Rights doc trine is S. B. Buck 
ner. of Kentucky, now, like his accnmpl 
Breckiuridge, a triple recreant in the field 
General Buekner. in a General Order address- 
ed by him as In«|KHinr-General of Kentucky

Intion to some pending bills. Satisfactory 
nction having been taken, the resolution was 
taken up yesterday and amended to make the 
hour of noon to-day tbe time for adjourn- 
ment, and, as the Senate afterwards concurred 
in the amendment, the Legislature will ad- 
journ this day, unless some unforscen emer- 
gency should require a temporary amahtahha 
of the joint resolve. The law authorizing the 
Court of Ap|a>al* to set in this city aud the 
SoMiers Relief bill are the only two subj 
which arc now unenrolled. 

Mr. Martin's resolution to remove the Capi- 
tal of the State from Frankfort to Louisvill 
was, on motion of Mr. Cleveland, tabled by a 
vote of 52 to 14. 

A bill to encourage enlistment*, which 
d the Senate iinanimou.lv. was rejected by 
the House — 11 to 21. It was intended to pro- 
tect the pro|.crty of absent soldiers under exe- 
cution from sacrifice and to shield their securi- 
ties by providing that no judgment shall be 
rendered against them in the absence of their 
principal*, if they nre loyal. An act similar 
this was rejected a few days since, and it 
was thought that this would remove the very- 
valid objection that, under the former, in i 
cases men, known to he aiders of or sym- 
pathizers with rcliellion, would bo ex- 
empted from judgments if they were 
the securities of soldiers. This was intended 
to secure the absent soldier enlisted in the ser- 
vice, but limited its provisions in the case of 
securities to those of known loyalty, who re- 
mained at home attending to their biisine 
and acting like the good citizens. It was 
hoped that it would put the loyal security 
the same fooling with the loyal principal 
Mr. Cochran, of Shelby, pointed out, how 
ever, the absurdity of the bill— it professed 
to encourage enlistments by providing that 
the securities of soldier:-, if loyal, should n 
be sued. How w ere attorneys who brought 
suit, clerks who issued the writ, sheriff* who 
served it, or courts who adjudicated, to tell 
when a man was loyal'.' He thought the 
next movement would be to bring up another 
bill, to try every man to see if he was loyal 

I else to shut up all the courts and sue 
nolaxly. Mr. Browne, of Washington, 
arded the proposition as a legislative it 
lerence with the judicial functions. Mr. Un 
lerwood did not think the bill could be prof 
rly perfected at this lale period of the scssior 
ven if the prin. iple it contained was assumed 
o lie correct. The proposition is to encourage 
nlistments by exonerating soldiers' securi 
ties from judgment, without respect to the 
amount of the security, or whether 

M retrospective or prospective. Sup- 
pose a man is security to the amount 
$100,000, and he goes $20 more on ac 
count of a friend who volunteers, does that 
relieve him from his rc«]ion*iliility for the 
$100,000? Thus the door may he opened t 
normous frauds upon the rights of cii 
while the courts would be greatly embarrassed 
It cannot lie perfected on account of tw o other 
objections; one is n constitutional objection, 
and the other is one of |iolicv. The constitu 
tion provides that exclusive privilege* shall 1 
granted to no one except in consequence i 
public services. The soldier may l>e governed 
by this exception so far as to l« exempt fr 
suits, but that principle certainly cann.it I 
transferred from the soldier to bis security 
and thus save him from his liabilities. Then

— A iiuuibcr ol reliable gen- 
tlemen arrived in this city last evening from 
Bagdad, a station 1J miles this side of Frank- 
fort, on the Louisville and Frankfort Railroad, 
having left tliat place at ten o'clock yesterday 
morning. We learn from these gentlemen 
that four hundred and fifty rebel cavalry, un- 
der command of Col. Scott, arrived at Bagdad 
on Thursday, and spent several hours there. 
They were received very cordially hy tbe 
rebel sympathizers there, and were most hos- 
pitably entertained by them. Among those 
who were prominent in showing them atten- 
tions were James Johnson, Charles W. Law- 
aon, Harvey Rohannon. James Bobannon ( 
preacheri, and J. R. Hansbrough. The oluect 
of the rebels in visiting Bagdad was to inter- 
cept the train from this city and obtain news, 
but in this attempt tbey foiled, and 
they [lassed their time in the vicinity in 
horse-swapping, exchanging jaded horse* tor 
fre*h ones. Tbey proceeded to 'Squire Ma- 
groder *, three nnd a half miles from Shelby- 
ville and seven miles from Bagdad. They were 
not very well armed, and had with them four 
mountain howitzers, with which they shelled 
onr forces from their position nt Squire Ma- 
gnider'*, who retreated. By order of General 
Jackson, a force ol cavalry was sent round 
to cut off the rebel retreat, as a similar force 
was ordered to charge them through Shelby- 
villc. The charge and the order to cut off the 
rebel retreat were not successfully executed, 
however, nnd all but two of the party escaped. 
They, after firing upon and wounding a Lieu- 
tenant of Col. Williams's Pennsylvania cav- 
alry, were captured by the Lieutenant alone, 
who brought them back inlo the Federal lines, 
together with their horses. Tbe relo-ls seemed 
to be exceedingly nervous during their stay 
at Bagdad and in the vicinity of Shelhyrille, 
and it would have required but a 
and but little effort 
mand. They mode their way hack to 
fort, however. 

texT We"havenow had a year of invasion, 
and it will be profitable to inquire into the ef- 
fects it ha* produced upon our local and State 
interest*. The Auditor's Report for the year 
ending October 10, 1 1 shows some remark- 
able statistical fact*.

Ma gained permission of Jackson to go 
a short distance from his borne for Ihe ostensi- 
ble purpose of procuring a wagon, in which 
he might convey hi* family and giaals from 
the I'nion line, but, instead of returning im- 
mediately, he remained concealed in the wood* 
until onr forces appeared and drove the rebels 
tbe line of the railroad oa the following 

Although the rebel* commenced their Jepre- 
•iations early on Tuesday evening, it appears 
that no effort was made to repel them until 
the next morning, when Hooker * division, 
Kearne v ' * ( Robi n*on - ,. 
the w hole under command of Gen Hcwker. 
were sent from WarrenUin Junction down the 
railroad, to meet and drive away tbe eneinv 
The ground in tbe vicinity of Bristor is un- 
tberehv affording good points upon 
which to plant batteries, aad also a line pro- 
tection for the men against the enemy- s fire. 
Before reaching Bristor from the Warrraton 
side, the railroad is lined on each side by- 
dense woods whieh fringe aa open field of 
many hundred acres in extent. Along the 
skirt of these woods, Jackson had posted a 
portion of his force, while he held ihe remain- 
der in reserve, and out of sight, behind the 
hill* in the rear. He bad two batteries of six 
pieces each, planted one on either side of tbe 
railroad, which tbe rebels cow me need using 
with destructive effect at tbe opportune mo- 
ment. Hooker ordered bis men to advance 
cautiously and deployed skirmisher* through 
tbe adjoining woods who reported the 
presence of tbe rebel pickets at the 
further end.
